Mr. W. Fans-hawc, English Assistant Master, made overcharge of his duties en the 
afternoon of 3let January, 1927, to proceed to Indore as Principal of the Paly College. 

Major G. Ilowson, c.i.i:., M.C., 2nd Lancers, waa appointed English Assistant Master 
for G months from the 2t(h April 1927, 

Mr. J. N. Banner)!, M.A , worked as Temporary Indian Assistant Master, in connection 
with the tram-ferof Mr \V. Fan&huwe, fiom ht Fcbrtuuy to 26tli April, 1927, on a salary 
of R s. dOO/* per menrem. 

Pandit Ilira Lai Jo c hi, n.A,, was appointed Tcmpoiary Indian Assistant Master during 
the ab°crico of Colonel C. C. II. Twiss, D.S.O., with effect Horn tho 17th January, 1927, on 
Rs. 300/- per mensem. 

Mr. R. S. Nanavati was appointed temporary Indian Assistant Muster to assist tho 
staff in leaching work fiom tho 17tli January, 1927, on Rs. 100/- por mensem. 

Tho English Staff is not adequate for the noeds of tho Collego: a Principal with 
three assistants was at tho time of tho curtailment of expenses regarded ns a minimum. 
XJnles3 tho Collego has an adequate English Staff, I fail to aco how it is even to pietcnd to 
fulfil its aims.

Tho written examination lasted from 18th to 25th April, 1927, whilo tho oral and 
practical tesla were taken by the examiner during tho inspection of the Collcgo. 

Seven candidates from (he Mayo College appeared for tho Diploma Examination, six 
of whom wore successful. One has been allowed to reappeal in Mathematics tho only 
subject in which ho failed.

Third.

Ono of the candidates, Uao Udit Nuraynn Singh of Ivhimsopnr, U. P M headed tho 
list of tho snccfqsfu] candidates of all tho Chiefs* Colleges. Tho result may bo regarded 
as oxtromoly eatibfuclury. 

Tho total number of boys in tho threo Post-Diploma classes was 12. 

Ono candidate Kanwar Amar Singh of Jnsol, Marwar, appeared for tho Iliglicr 
Diploma examination and was successful, 

Tho examination of tho let and 2nd year Post-Diploma olasses and classes II and III 
wob conducted by moans of written papora and that of tho lowor clusses w.ts mainly oral.

requesting an increment in his pay tho Committee decided to raise his pay 
from Us. 15/- to Rfl. 50/- from tho let of April 1927.

ANNEXUBE 0. 

Inspector's Report on the Mayo College. 

{Impeded on March the 23rd , 1927,) 

Finnnco.— Tho financial position is at present very satisfactory. The income from 
securities is nearly Rs. 50,000 per annum, from fees some Rs. 25,000/-, from tho post- 
diploma class about Rs. 17,0C0/-. The balance is mndc up of miscellaneous receipts. There 
is an annual balance of about Rs.'10,000/- but this is contingent on tho annual subscriptions 
towards tho post-diploma department being forthcoming. These amount to a snm ovor 
Rs. 20,000/- and tbero is no guarantee that States will always continue to pay theso subs- 
criptions. 

Starr.— Two memberfl of the European staff are being lost during the present year; 
Mr. Fansliawc has gono to Dalj Collcgo and Colonel Twiss goes as tutor to Jaipur. In 
place of the latter Mr. Ritchie is being transferred from the Aitchieon College, Lahore, and 
in place of the former Major Jlowson is being temporarily engaged. Mr. Leslie-Jones 
anticipates considerable difficulty in carrying on tho work of the post-diploma class without 
either Col. Twiss or Mr. Fanshawe for help in the English work. There aro now quito a 
number of boys, about fifteen, doing post-diploma work. Tho question of tho recognition 
of tho post-diploma has been referred again to tho Allahabad University and their reply is 
still being awaited. A now Pandit 1 iob been appointed for Sanskrit othenviso there have 
been no changes in the stall of Indian Masters. 

Work.— I wns not mocb Impressed with snob of tho work of tho Indian staff as I 
saw. Mental Arithmetic is obviously neglected. Mathematics is not mado of interest with 
tho result that tho mnjority of boys take administration in preference to mathematics for 
the diploma examination. "Work in drawing is extremely slow as 1 have pointed out before. 
"Very ordinary exercises take three or four periods for execution.
